Our next experiment was, 


effect of heat on soil. We

twenty grams of soil and

it over an alcohol burner for fif- 
teen minutes and then weighed 
it 


again, and it weighed three grams 
less than it did before.

took a blow torch and 
heated 
a 


rock until it looked red and 
then 


placed it i" a bucket of water and 
the stone cracked. 
With this we 


accomplished 
in 
twenty minutes 


what would 
have 
taken 
nature 


over a hundred years to do. 


We are now making a microsco- 


pic 
study of soils. 
It is not yet 


completed. 


Soil, is classified as 
to texture
